Week—No Sickness Yet

•- One-of the busiest places in Lowell 
these days is the quarters of the Low- 
ell Guild or the milk station in Cut- 
ton street, where the babies are given 
proper .treatment, 
especially 
during 


the summer months. 
Although 
the 


number of children taken daily to the 
m.Ilk station is much larger than last 
year at this time, it is expected that 
a record will be made in the courso 
of the next month If th'e warm weath- 
'er' keeps' on. ' ' 


Miss Holland, the superintendent of 


the .guild,.in conversation with a. Sun' 
reporter this . morning, said that1-160 
babies' under one ypar old are being 
cared for' at • the .guild, that is, they 
•are being'-fed "dally from sterilized 
milk prepared at the station and de- 
livered to, families,. and. once a week 
they are taken to the guild,, where 
they, undergo a thorough physical ex- 
amination. ,Last year at this time the 
number, of children cared for by the 
guild numbered about 125. 


The mothers take their little ones 


to the station and If the day of their 
visit is not clinic day, the nurses at 
the station prescribe for them and the 
following: clinic day one of the at- 
tending physicians examine the new- 
comers. .There are 'two local doctors 
who'attend the clinics, which are be- 
ing held on Tuesdays and Fridays. 
The-babies are examined and weighed 
and trley are given .a formula show- 
ing whether or not they inado any 


;ain since their last visit. There are 
also two nurses constantly at the guild 
and they see to the welfare of the 
babies. 
. 


During this weather about 35 quarts 


of milk, is being distributed dally to 
mothers.or other members of families 
where1 there are small babies. 
The 


milk is sold at the rate of ten cents 
i day, 'but money is no object a.nd 
:hose who cannot afford to purchase 
the,milk receive it gratis and are as 
welcome as others. 
The purpose o£ 


the guild Is to care tor babies irre- 
spective of .whether or not their pa. 
rents' can afford the expense-. 
Tho . guild 
ha= also six 
district 


lurses. who go from house to house, 
teaching mothers to care for :heir ba- 
bies and how to prepare the modified 
En Ilk. These nurses also leave litera- 
ture printed in various languages and 
treating with "The Care of Babies." It 
s.expected that the number of babies 
o be received at the guild during (lie 
month of August will increase to 200, 
ind this will mean an increase of about 
5 quarts of miik daily. 
Miss Holland, while converging with 
he writer, said there is not enough 
noney in the guild treasury for the 
>'ear's expense and she 
hopes some 
;haritable person will donate in order 
to have the good work keep on.

FORT AT BIACHES AXD 


GARRISON OF 113 


PAK1S, July 19.—One of the most 


striking episodes of the great Somme 


offensive was the taking of the field 
fort at Biaches and tho Garrison of 
113 men by nine French soldiers. Tha 
fort had resisted throughout the ar- 
tillery bombardment and the infan- 
try attacks had been checked by mur- 
derous machine gun fire. 


By a'lucky chance an officer discov- 


ered the precious secret that the ter- 
rible bombardment had made the fort 
vulnerable at one point. 
Selecting a 


second lieutenant, two sergeants, a 
corporal and four men led them on 
hands and knees through the long 
grass to the spot where 
he 
knew 


there was a breach in the defenses. 
They 
reached 
their objective point 


without the Germans learning of their 
approach. 


Abruptly three of the French offi- 


cers leaped into the work shouting in 
stentorlon tones: "Forward with the 
bayonet!" and throwing bombs which 
exploded in the dug-out. 
The other- 


six daring Frenchmen remained be- 
hind ready to retreat if the attempt 
failed. 
. 
. 


Tho Germans, taken', unawares, had 


no time to .get-, their, .weapons 
and 


surrendered almost without a show of 
fight. When one of their number; fell, 
shot by a revolver" fired point-blank 
by the commanding French bfncer, tha 
Germans, 113 ;in all,'came out of their 
shelters and thre.w up" their-hands, the 
French assert. 
• 


The three French 'captors now be- 


gan to feel nervous" as they saw no 
reason why the Germans should not 
fall upon and exterminate them.

at this moment the utner six joined 
in.

resolute energy imposed 


upon the Germans, who believed that 
the new arrivals were' followed ' by 
many others. Tha German officers in 
the fort then threw down their arms 
and ' the entire garrison was marched 
to the French rear escorted by

GUARDSMEN EXCHANGE SHOTS 


• ACROSS -RIO GRANDE 


EL PASO, July 19.—A 
party 
of 


mounted Mexicans exchanged tire with 
L company of 
the Ninth Massachu- 


setts infantry near here yesterday. Ac- 
cording 
to reports, 
the 
guardsmen 


were doing outpost duty 
when 
the 


Mexicans rode up on the opposite bank 
of 
the Rio "Grande and opened lire. 


The guardsmen suffered no casualty, 
but reported they believed they had 
killed one Jlexlcani 


Capt. Hickey of Dorchester, Mass., 


commanding 
the company, estimated 


the number of Mexicans at 150, but 
asseried that he -was unable to deter- 
mine whether or not they were sol- 
diers. Approximately 50 shots 
were 


ttred on each side, it was said. 


Both General George Bell, Jr., com- 


manding the El Paso 
district, 
and 


Lieutenant-Colonel Leon Bucklan, act- 
Ing garrison commander at Juarez, de- 
nied that they had received oilicial re- 
ports of the incident and both said it 
seemed trivial. 


The shooting occurred in an isolated 


district, about three miles down the 
river from El Paso, known, locally as 
the "Island" section. The Massachu- 
setts company was doing border pa- 
trol duty In this district, one-third of 
the 60 men being on patrol and the re- 
mainder being held In reserve in the 
camp about half a mile to the rear. 


Capt .Hickey said that throughout 


the day small parties of Mexicans ap- 
peared from time to time on the Mex- 
ican bank of the river, which is about 
300 yards wide at this point. Then, 
he said, a mounted detachment 
ap- 


peared, most of the horsemen wearing 
red scrapes. 


The Mexicans rode up to the river 


bank, dismounted and 
deployed 
as 


skirmishers, creeping through the un- 
derbrush which dotted the river's edge. 


One of the Mexicans fired his rifle, 


the bullet crossing the river and, ac- 
cording to Private Charles Prcscott of 
Natick. Mass., dropped at his feet. 


Screening themselves as much 
as 


possible by little clumps of mesciuite. 
the Americans returned the fire 
and 


by the' time the reserves reached the 
river to reinforce them they had driv- 
en the Mexicans back to their horses. 
Before reaching the picket line, how- 
ever, the militiamen assert, one of the 
Mexicans stumbled and fell 
into

clump of grease wood

The exchange of fire continued less 


than ten minutes and when about 50 
shots had been fired; on each side,

.Ana.—The procedure .you mention 


has several advantages. 
It rests the 


engine, -allowing it to cool, and saves 
gasoline and oil. 
It can then be 


cranked safely by letting in the clutch 
gently, having gears in high speed. It 
is also good practice to stop ignition 
and use engine as a brake. 
Use 


high gear and control speed by throt- 
tle. 
As throttle opens more gas is 


admitted, giving more compression and 
slowing down the car. 
Thus the car. 


runs faster with the throttle closed 
end moves slowly with the throttle 
open. 
This practice saves the brakes, 


which is an added advantage. It draws 
fresh gasoline into the cylinders and 
so has a tendency to loosen the car- 
bon.

BERLIN. July 13 (by 
wifeless to 


Sayville.) — Warm commendation of the 
work done in Russian Poland by the 
Germans during the period of occu- 
pation was given by Dr. Karl HeU- 
ferich, the secretary of the interior 
and imperial vice chancellor today on 
his return from a visit to that coun- 
try. 


Dr. Helfferich who recounted the im- 


pressions of his visit to a member of 
the Overseas News agency staff, con- 
trasted the condition of the country 
under Russian rule with the state of 
affairs there today. 
In time of peace 


the Russians had iieglected the coun- 
try, said Dr. Helfferich. 
Then came a 


period of hostilities which had devas- 
tated the land. Under these conditions 
the Germans took up 
their 
work, 


which the vice chancellor insisted has 
been accomplished with 
a 
success 


which could find few parallels in his- 
tory. 


The retreating Russians. Dr. Helf- 


ferich pointed out, had burned villages 
and towns and destroyed the harvests. 
The Germans first built roads through 
the devastated 'sections and supplied 
cattle and seeds to the inhabitants, 
with the result that now one frequent- 
ly could see herds of a hundred 
more cattle, while fields of standing 
grain were on all sides. 


Dr. Helfferich said he found schools 


everywhere now, even at places where 
none were maintained when the Rus- 
sians ruled the country-

pistol again and strike his victim on 
the head with the butt. Then Atwood

niece, were too alarmed to give warn- 
ing. 
Their flrst thought was for the

One of the busiest places in Lowell 


these days is the quarters of the Low- 
ell'Guild or the milk station in But- 
ton street, where the babies are given 
proper treatment, 
especially 
during 


the summer months. 
Although 
the 


number of children taken daily to the 
milk station is much larger than last 
year at this time, it is expected that 
a record will be made in the course 
of tho next month-it.the warm weath- 
er keeps on. 
; 


Miss Holland, tha superintendent of 


the guild, in conversation with a. 'Sun 
reporter this morning, said that 160 
babies under, one year old are being 
cared, for,at. the., guild,"that is. they, 
are being fed'-'daily from sterilised 
milk .prepared at the station and de- 
livered to families, and once a- week 
they are taken-to the guild, where 
they undergo a thorough physical ex- 
amination: Last-year at this tinie the 
number of'children cared for by tho 
guild numbered about 125. 


The .mothers take their little ones 


to the station and if the day of their 
visit is not clinic day, the nurses at 
the station proscribe for them and the. 
following clinic day one of the at- 
tending physicians examine the new- 
comers. 
There are- two local doctors 


who attend the clinics, which are be- 
ing- 
held on • Tuesdays 
and Fridays. 


The, babies are examined and weighed 
and they are given a formula, enow- 
ing, whether-or not they made any 
gain since their last visit. There arc 
aleo two nurses constantly at the guild 
and they see to the welfare of the 
babies. 


During this weather about 35 quarts 


of milk, is being distributed daily to 
mothers' or other members of families 
whera there are small babies. 
The 


milk Is sold at the rate of ten cents 
a day, but money is no object and 
those who 'cannot afford to purchase 
the milk receive It gratis and are as 
welcome as others. 
The purpose of 


the guild is to care for babies irre- 
spective of whether or not their pa- 
rents can afford the expense. 


Tho 
guild 
ha= 
also 
six 
district 


nurses, who go from house to house, 
teaching mothers to care for ..heir ba- 
bies and how to prepare the modified 
milk. These nurses also leave- litera- 
ture printed in various languages and 
treating with "The Care of Babies." It 
is expected that the number of babies 
to be received at the guild during tlio 
month of August will increase to 200. 
and this will mean an Increase of about 
15 quarts of milk daily. 


Miss Holland,' while converging with 


the writer, said there Is not 
enough 


money in the guild treasury for tha 
year's expense and she- hopes some 
charitable person will donate in' order 
to have ths good work keep on. All 
donations, no matter how small, are 
cheerfully 
accepted and 
those 
who 


wish to donate for a good causa may 
do so by mail or by applying person- 


ally at the guild quarters In Duttoi 
street. Last year over $8000 was spent 
(or the benefit of Lowell's babies, ami 
it is expected that at least $9000 will 
be needed for the same work this year 


For the benefit of the parents It ma> 


be stated that clinics are held Tues- 
days and Fridays from 3 to 5 p. m.

MEXICANS

GUARDSMEN EXCHANGE SHOTS 
ACROSS RIO GRANDE 


EL FASO, July 19.—A 
party 
of 


mounted Mexicans exchanged (ire with 
L, company of 
tho Ninth Massachu- 


setts infantry near here yesterday. Ac- 
cording to reports, 
the guardsmen 


were doing outpost duty 
when 
the 


Mexicans rode up on the opposite bank 
of 
the Rio Grande and opened fire. 


The guardsmen suffered no casualty, 
but reported they believed they had 
killed one Mexican. ' 


Cap'.. Hicltey of Dorchester, Mass., 


commanding 
the company, estimated 


tho number of Mexicans at 150, but 
asaerced that he was unable to deter- 
mine whether or not they were sol- 
diers. Approximately 50 shots' 
were 


fired on each side, it was said. 


Both General George Bell, Jr., com- 


manding the El Paso 
district, 
and 


Lieutenant-Colonel Leon Bucklan, act- 
ing garrison commander at Juarez, de- 
nied that they had received official re- 
ports of the incident and both, said it 
seemed trivial. 


The shooting occurred in an isolated 


district, about three miles down the 
river from El Paso, known locally as 
the ''island" section. The Massachu- 
setts company was doing border pa- 
trol duty in this district, one-third of 
the 60-men being on patrol and the re- 
mainder being held in reserve in the 
camp about half a mile to the rear. 


Capt .Hlckey said that throughout 


the day small parties of Mexicans ap- 
peared from time to time on the Mex- 
ican bank of the river, which is about 
300 yards wide at this point. Then, 
he said, a mounted detachment 
ap- 


peared, most of the horsemen wearing 
red scrapes. 


The Mexicans rode up to the river 


bank, dismounted and 
deployed 
as 


skirmishers, creeping through the un- 
derbrush which dotted the river's edge. 


One of the Mexicans fired his rifle, 


the bullet crossing the river and, ac- 
cording to Private Charles Prescott of 
Natick. Mass.. dropped at his feet. 


Screening themselves as much 
as 


possible by little clumps of mesquite. 
the Americans returned the (ire and 
by the time the reserves reached the 
river to reinforce them they had driv- 
en the Mexicans back to their horses. 
Before reaching the picket line, how- 
ever, the militiamen assert, one of the 
Mexicans stumbled and fell 
into 
a 


chimp of grease wood 
and 
did 
not 
arise. 


The exchange of fire continued less 


than ten minutes and when about 50 
shots had been fired on each side, 
according to the company officers, the 
Mexicans, riding south, disappeared 
behind a hillock.
